As a result of disclosures by a high 
banking authority it is possible for 
the first time to give an authentic 
account of the evolution of federal 
reserve policies during the 
current 


year and to relate what the motive 
forces behind them have been. 


When it first became apparent to 


federal reserve executives that 
a 


major business depression had devel- 
oped, the question was how best 
could the central banking system as- 
sist in bringing about a revival. It 
was recognized that the depression 
was world-wide in its scope and that 
international banking cooperation 
was necessary to effect a change for 
the better. In order to achieve such 
cooperation, Governor George Har- 
rison of the New York reserve bank 
made a visit abroad last February to 
confer with the heads of the Bank 
of England, the Bank of France and 
other important foreign institutions. 


Owing to the lack of publicity at- 


tending the conferences, some mis- 
leading ideas received ^widespread 
currency. It was surmised that the 
central banking authorities were con- 
cerning themselves with an alleged 
shortage of monetary gold stocks and 
the successful flotation of the Ger- 


man reparations loan, as well as sta- 
bilization of falling commodity prices. 


REACH CONCLUSIONS 


It Is now learned that while all o£ 


those matters were considered, the 
central bank heads quickly came to 
several 
fundamental 
conclusions. 


Ono was that there was no gold 
of gold stocks, over which they could 
exercise but slight control. 


A second conclusion they reached 


was that it was not the function of 
central banks to attempt to regulato 
commodity prices and that, in any 
event, such attempts would inevit- 
ably fall. 


A third conclusion was that one of 


the principal 
economic ills 
from 


which the world was suffering was a 
shortage of long term capital 
and 


that such shortage was a potent fac- 
tor in restricting purchasing power 
and causing a shrinkage of trade and 
a decline in commodity prices. 


A decision then was reached that 


central banks could and should ex- 
•exert their influence towards correct- 
ing that shortage of long term cap- 
ital in the hope that thereby they 
would indirectly 'accomplish what 
they agreed could not be directly 
achieved; namely, check the decline 
in commodity prices and the slump 
in trade and industry. 


SOUGHT BOND MARKET 


It was determined that the best 


way to bring about diversion of 
money into long term loans was to 
make short term rates so unattrac- 
tive that capital of its own free will 
would flow into long term employ- 
ment. In short, what the bankers de- 
cided was that a good bond market 
should be created. 
That could be 


done, they agree, by reducing- dis-

HE man whose greatest fame 
in years to come was to be as 
a manager and tactical geni- 


us turned down his first 
chance to 


become the leader of a major league 
baseball club. 


After nearly four seasons with the 


Washington Nationals, from late in 
1886 through 1889, Connie IMack for- 
sook "Organized Baseball" for the 
one and only time in his career by 
jumping to the Players' league, own- 
ed by the Brotherhood 
or players' 


union in 1890. 


This outlaw venture 
lasted only 


one season. 
Mack was among the 


stars most sought after by National 
league magnates, eager 
to break 


what amounted to a "strike," and 
accepted what was then the munifi- 
cent salary of ?3,500 
to join the 


Pittsburgh club, owned by W. W. 
Kerr. 


"If they had only known it at the 


time," Mack related, "the National 
league club owners could have pur- 
chased me and most of the others to 
sign for much less money. 


"The Brotherhood was on its last 


legs and we knew it. We would have 
been looking for jobs in another sea- 
son and Pittsburgh's big offer came 
as a surprise. It was the blgg«st sal- 
ary I had ever been paid and, as it 
turned out, too good^to last." 


The National league through the 


years of 0.891-92-93 • experienced a 
marked depression. 
Gate receipts 


dwindled. Frank G. Selee's Boston 
team, featuring Herman Long, John 
Ganzel, Charles Bennett, Mike Kel- 
ly, Hugh Duffy, John Clarkson and 
other stars was a great attraction as 
champion in these three years but 
general interest was at low ebb. * 


Pittsburgh felt the slump and with 


a club finishing last 
in 1891 was 


forced to cut salaries. The players 
were told $2,400 was the limit and 


all of them accepted. The team with 
Mack, as first string catcher, rose 
to sixth place in 1892 and to second 
position in 1893. 


Prospects were 
bright when ihe 


1894 
season opened for the Pirates, 


under the management 
of Al C. 


Buckenberger. Business was picking 
up. The club made a good start but 
slumped, and by mid-season was out 
of the running. 


One day the Mack, now 32 and a 


seasoned veteran of ten years pro- 
fessional baseball, was suddenly call- 
ed into the club president's office for 
a conference. 


"I was never more surprised in 


my life when I was 
tpld the club 


wanted me to try my hand as man- 
ager," Mack said. 
"Buckenberger 


was one of my best friends. I felt he 
was not to blame for the poor show- 
ing of the team, and explained the 
situation as I saw it and urged the 
manager "be given further oppor- 
tunity. It was agreed to. 


"We, made no progress, however, 


and along late in August I was call- 
ed in again. This tims, however, I 
was told Buckenberger had been re- 
lieved of his duties. I was asked to 
take charge. I felt it was then worth 
trying, and accepted.-" 


It would add drama to Mack's life 


story to relate that he was an im- 
mediate success, but the fact is that 
he set no worlds on ,fire whatever 
upon assuming 
his 
first major 


league command. 


The Pirates under his leadership 


finished seventh in 1894 and 1895, 
sixth in 1896. However, he had the 
team hustling and in 1896 it was up 
fighting for the lead when a succes- 
sion of accidents—still a "jinx" for 
Pittsburgh clubs—put the club out 
of the running. 


One of the strokes of misfortune 


that year was a broken leg^ suffered 
by the manager. 
recting his team 


Mack finished di- 
from the bench, 


where in later years he chose to re- 
main. 


While Mack was struggling with 


his first managerial job, the Balti- 
more Orioles rose to the top, demon- 
strating their prowess as one of the 
greatest teams of all time and de- 
veloping a group of stars whose in- 
fluence was to be felt for 
many 


years. 


Among them was John McGraw, 


a rival of Mack's for world's cham- 
pionship honors in 1905-11-13; Hugh- 
ey Jennings, whose Detroit club was 
a bitter foe of the Athletics a decade 
later; Wilbert 'Robinson, later the 
picturesque pilot of Brooklyn's Trol- 
ley Dodgers; William (Bad)' Gleason, 
another to gain fame as a manager 
and as a lieutenant with Mack's 1929- 
30 champions; Wee Wilhe Keeler, 
Dan Brouthers and Steve Brodie. 


These were names to conjure with; 


an aggregation that in later years 
was described by Mack 
as "prob- 


ably the greatest team in baseball 
history, outside the pitching box." 


At about the sams'time a new fig- 


ure was emerging in the Middle 
West, an organizing genius named 
Byron Bancroft Johnson. He then 
was the guiding spirit of the strong 
Western league, building up the or- 
ganization that was to furnish the 
backbone for launching the Ameri- 
can league as a new major circuit. 


Johnson induced Mack, in 1897, to 


'accept a part interest in and the 
management of 
the 
Milwaukee 


club of the Western league. It turn- 
ed out to be the most important step 
in the career of the New England 
Irishman. Three years later another 
baseball" "war" was on. Mack was a 
principal figure in it and finally on 
the road to his greatest fame.

keting their -early cabbagre, some of 
the farmers of the town of Liberty, 
Maple Creek and Bear Creek, have 
neglected their corn so long that the 
stalks are dried up and quite badly 
damaged for silage or fodder. Some, 
of them are still cutting their cab- 
bage and others are cutting then- 
corn. As the' farmers are very busy 
w}th_corn and cabbage,' they have 
not tried plowing except In a very 
few cases. 
Those who have tried 


have found that plowing is possible 
in the low lands but impossible in 
the 'highlands. 
" Early cabbage and corn in the low- 
lands yielded quite well this fall but 
they -were light in the highlands. As 
the heads are small and in the pro- 
cess of forming, farmers are uncer- 
tain about their crops of late cab- 
bage. They are quite sure that the 
crop" of late potatoes will be very 
light if it develops at all. 


Similar to corn and cabbage then- 


crops of small grain on lowlands 
were very good but on highlands 
quite light. As compared with last 
year, hay this year was from one- 
third to one-half of a. crop. Pasture 
is a tiling of the past and has been 
so for some time. As a substitute 
for pasture, farmers are feeding hay 
and the refuse in cabbage and corn- 
fields. -Occasionally herds -pasture 
for a few days on alfalfa or red clov- 
er fields or until the fields 
are 


stripped.- 


The milk flow has been cut down 


one-half to correspond with the' drop 
•in the prices of milk the past 'year, 
the disappearing of pastures and 
cutting the cows off from their grain 
ration. As the price of milk is be- 
low the cost of production- farmers 
are refusing to feed grain and in 
that way increase their losses.

AH three 
denied their guilt. 


Tho court room wns crowded and 


police were stationed in tho corri- 
dors and at strategic points outside 
to prevent demonstrations. Admis- 
sion to tho court was gained only af- 
ter the closest scrutiny of cards bear- 
ing tho name of tho applicant. Xine- 
teon witnesses were called. 


The three men, Klchard Sobering- 


or, linns LucUen and retired Lieuten- 
ant Hans. Frledrlch Wendt. 


Counsel for tho defense Included 


Captain Jlcindel of tho Fifth Artil- 
lery regiment to which tho accused 
belonged. Under an old law which 
Is still operative army officers ac- 
cused of crime aro entitled to have 
a brother officer defend them. 


Tho Fascist party was represented 


by a lawyer, Dr. Frank of Munich, 
whom tho accused and many others 
in tho court greeted with a Fascist 
salute. 


Judge Baumgarten, presiding, said 


that from tho list or names In the 
audience it was apparent that both 
Communists and Fascists were in the 
court. He warned both sides that 
no demonstrations would be tolerat- 
ed and that any disturbers would be 
immediately ejected and arrested.
